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Editorial Comment 


Town Meeting 


Voters of the town are taking a few days rest from the 
chore of acting on the many articles in the annual warrant. 

Considerable progress has been made at the two ses- 
sions. already completed. A third chapter comes up Monday 
night. 

Those attending town meeting have moved along slowly 
and cautiously in their deliberations. It is evident that no 
one wants an unbearable hike in the tax rate. 

The meeting gave strong support Monday night to the 
expenditure, if needed, of $1,581,000 for the installation 
of a sewer line into the West Andover Industrial Park. 

Town Manager Richard J. Bowen explained that the 
money would not be expended ‘‘until we have a nice fat 
bird in our hand,” 

He was referring to an industrial ‘‘fat bird’’ which will 
locate in the town. 

The manager said that the action on the sewer line had 
nothing to do with the Raytheon Company’s plans to build 
or not to build. 

‘‘No industry has an obligation to build; we’ve got to 
work to bring them here,’’ he told the gathering. 


Support for the sewer line was unanimous on the part of 
town officials. On another matter Monday night — acquisi- 
tion of the Andover Playhouse property — officialdom was 
divided. The manager and the selectmen favored the pur- 
chase while the Finance Committee was opposed. 

This article generated a lot of oratory both in favor and 
in opposition to the purchase. The meeting was told that 
the land was needed to protect Memorial Hall library, that 
it was a good investment as a downtown parking lot for 
the accommodation of shoppers. A suggestion was made 
that the building be renovated for use by the town. 

But when arguments were made that the price was too 
high and that needed services in the town should be 
provided before the money was spent on the theatre pro- 
perty, the FinCom’s stand was upheld. The backers were 
unable to get the required two-third vote and the meeting 
moved on to the next article. 

That’s the way this year’s meeting is progressing. 
Nothing very spectacular. But it is evident that the 
voters are taking a good long look at every one of the 
issues, 


Andover Stands Out 


Andover came up smelling like roses in: the second 
annual audit report of the Registry of Motor Vehicles on 
the No-Fix Traffic Citation System released this week 
by Registrar Richard E. McLaughlin. 

This was the second full year of operation under the 
state-wide tamperproof ticket system for moving viola- 
tions. 

‘I urge local authorities to read these detailed records 
very carefully. I ask them to compare these great dis- 
parities in enforcement as between comparable, neigh- 
boring communities,’’ McLaughlin advised when he re- 
leased the audit. 


A comparison of the figures for the Greater Lawrence 
area shows that Andover alone had an increase in the 
number of No-Fix tickets issued during the year. The 
other communities were all down from 1966. 


The registrar’s report shows that there was a state- 
wide gain of 10.6 percent in the total number of tickets 
issued in 1967 over 1966: McLaughlin finds this figure 
misleading. 

‘‘This appears on the surface to be a healthy increase 
and fairly well in line with our increasing vehicle and 
driver population. Actually, however, the 10 percent 
increase was achieved by the City of Boston Police, the 


MDC, the State Police and the Registry,’’ he points out. 

He could have said that the Andover Police Department 
helped out, too. 

Andover had an increase of 10.3 percent in No-Fix 
ticket citations during the year. Police issued 886 tickets 
in 1967 as compared to 803 during the first year of the 
system’s operation. 

The neighboring communities didn’t do so well. 

Lawrence was down 34.5 percent, Methuen was off 14.1 
percent and North Andover showed 24.1 percent less 
activity than in the previous year. 

Andover more than held its own by comparison with 
other communities in the 10,000 to 25,000 population 
bracket. 

This category showed an increase of 5.7 percent in the 
issuance of No-Fix tickets as compared to 1966. 
Andover’s percentage was much higher than the average. 

At the Lawrence District court, the jurisdiction in 
which Andover prosecutes its complaints, a total of 1,707 
citations were entered for the year. The registry record 
shows that 43 complaints were denied during the year, 
this being 2.5 percent of all of the complaints. 

Andover’s record is reassuring. It shows that the police 
are on the lookout for traffic offenders and are trying to 
make the highways safer places on which to travel. 


Nature’s Ways 


It’s Maple Syrup Time Again 


This is the season when red spring*s sugar sap. And, as they

appears from a distance to be a 


whole grove of maple trees, To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 


squirrels lick the drip from broken 
twigs of the sugar maple. 

The very same season, indeed, 
when New England farmers - and 
many suburbanites - drive spiles 
into the sugar maple’s trunk for 
the annual 40-to-1 shot that they 
can collect the ingredients for a 
gallon of maple syrup. 

That 40-to-1 equation stands as 
a rough ratio for the amount of sap 
necessary to produce one unit of 
syrup. In other words, forty gale 
lons of sap boil down to one gallon 
of syrup. 

Actually, since sugar maple sap 
can test out as high as two anda 
half percent sugar, one really 
should be down to solid sugar ata 
40-to-1 ratio, but it doesn’t seem 
to work out that way, 

Things have changed some inthe 
woods since the days whenGrandpa 
bored a hole with an augur and in= 
serted a hallowed length of sumac 
limb for a spile, In this age of 
plastics, serious milkers of sugar 
bush have rigged all kinds of labor- 
saving devices to expedite the 
transfer of sap from treeto bojler, 

Sugar maples, however, keep on 
holding up their end of production 
in the same old mysterious ways, 
Somehow, they change the starch 
stored last summer into this 


have since the days that Indians 
harvested the crop, the maples 
hoard their most productive 
periods for that series of days 
when a spring sun warms their 
tops and the bitter chill of winter 
coals them each night, 

Sugar is an ingredient of many 
tree saps, but none has the im= 
mense proportion of tasty sugar 
that the sugar maple has evolved, 
A misplaced New Englander with 
whom I associated at the edge of 
the Great Plains spent several 
springs tapping the ash-leaved 
maple, known there as the box 
elder, He could boil the sap down 
to a syrup, But, the syrup never 
was mistaken for maple syrup. 

The sugar maple is one of those 
versatile trees whichis as valuable 
for its summer shade and autumn 
beauty as for its spring sap, Itcan 
become a gigantic tree, Incrowded 
woods where growing space is 
mainly upward, sugar maples may 
tower as high as 130 feet, When 
growing alone, it tends to spread 
its massive crown, An ancient 
sugar maple, known as the Crocker 
Maple, shades an immense area at 
the Massachusetts Audubon So= 
ciety’s Wachusett Meadows Wild= 
life Sanctuary in Princeton, In its 
summer glory, the Crocker Maple 


One sometimes hears an argu- 
ment over whether tapping asugar 
maple injures the tree, Apparent= 
ly tapping has little effect when 
judged by a human timescale, But, 
a tree surgeon occasionally treats 
the Crocker Maple - and his 
surgery usually occurs on rotted 
wood that has developed where 
spiles were inserted many years 
ago, Perhaps a sugar maple, like 
the rest of us, must pay in old age 
for the excesses of youth, But, in 
the sugar maple the reckoning 
comes very late, for the tree may 
live 300 years,

Cronin Files Conservation Bill 


Representative Paul W. Cronin 
(R-Andover) has announced that 
he has petitioned the House Rules 
Committee for the admittance of a 
Constitutional amendment which he 
refers to-as a ‘Conservation Bill 
of Rights,”® 

The two paragraph amendment 
endorsed by the National Audubon 
Society ‘‘manifests the principle 
that a citizen has a righttonatural 
beauty and an unspoiled environ= 
ment = a right. as basic to human 
dignity and the public welfare as 
freedom of speech and dueprocess 
of law, Further, it declares that 
protection of natural resources 
is a duty of government,”® 

Cronin stated that he is cognizant 
that some statutes refer vaguely to 
certain conservation principles 
and that Massachusetts leads vir- 
tually all the other states in the 
preservation of natural resources, 
However, Cronin believes thatitis 
now time to delineate these prin=- 
ciples in our Constitution, ‘tThe 


impact of this amendment will be 
felt a hundred years from now when 
Successive generations will be 
calling for the residential and in- 
dustrial development of lands that 
we are now attempting to pre- 
serve by statute,** The law maker’s 
amendments states that conserved 
land can not be disposed of “except 
by law enacted by two successive 
regular sessions of the Legis- 
lature,”* 


The proposed legislation states: 

Article XLIX of the Articles of 
Amendment to the Constitution is 
hereby annulled and the following 
is adopted in place thereof: = The 
policy of the commonwealth shall 
be to conserve and protect its 
Natural resources and scenic 
beauty and encourage the devel- 
opment and improvement of its 
agricultural lands for the pro=- 
duction of food and other 
agricultural products. The general 


court, in implementing this policy, 


shall include adequate provision 
for the abatement of air and water 
pollution and of excessive and un- 
necessary noise, the protection of 
agricultural lands, wetlands~ and 
shorelines, and the development 
and regulation of water resources, 


The general court shall further 
provide for the acquisition of lands 
and waters, including improve- 
ments thereon and any interest 
therein, and the dedication of pro= 
perties so acquired or now owned, 
which because of their natural 
beauty, wilderness character, or 
geological, ecological or historical 
significance, shall be preserved 
and administered for the use and 
enjoyment of the people, Proper= 
ties so dedicated shall constitute 
the commonwealth nature and his- 
torical preserve and they shall not 
be taken or otherwise disposed of 
except by law enacted by two suce 
cessive regular sessions of the

Vietnam Film Shown To Group 


The film **Vietnam: How Did We 
Get In? How Can We Get Out?*® 
was shown at the regular monthly 
meeting of the Greater Lawrence 
Citizens Against the War in Viet- 
nam Wednesday evening at the 
Memorial Hall Library, 

The picture was filmed by CBS 
correspondent David Schoenbrun 
who was the only American core 
respondent to witness the defeat 
of France at Dien Bien Phu and 
also was present at the 1954 Geneva 
Conference, Mr. Schoenbrun re- 
cently returned from a six week 
trip to Hanoi at the invitation of 
Ho Chi Minh, 

In the film Mr. Schoenbrun 
traced the history of the war which 


he says ‘*started two decades ago 
when Ho, then an American ally 
and a dedicated Communist revolu= 
tionary, led his countrymen in a 
fight for Vietnamese freedom 
against French colonialism,”® Mr, 
Schoenbrun feels that Ho is still 
leading a fight for Vietnamese 
nationalism and that ‘‘an honorable 
settlement based on self-deter- 
mination of the people of Vietnam 
can be reached if the bombings 
are halted, de-escalation is started 
and the basic principles of the 
Geneva accord are accepted,

Program 
For Children 


The Andona Society, for the third 
consecutive year will sponsor a 
program by the Massachusetts So= 
ciety for the Prevention of Blind= 
ness, Inc, to conduct a free eye 
screening program to detect child= 
ren afflicted with an eye condition 
called amblyopia, 

This disorder results intheloss 
of vision in an eye that otherwise 
appears normal, In most cases, 
amblyopia may be corrected if 
detected before the ages of five 
or six, 

For pre-school youngsters this 
vision screening can be fun, They 
learn the **E** game complete with 
“magic shoes’ anda ‘‘topsy~turvy 
table’’. On page 44 of the 1967 An= 
nual Town Report there are 
pictures showing how the children 
are prepared for this program, If 
a youngster’s performance gives 
evidence of a possible vision dif= 
ficulty the parents are notified of 
the need for the child to have a 
complete eye examination, Often 
otherwise unknown vision pro= 
blems, not necessarily amblyopia, 
have been caught by the referral 
examination,

Dykens, first assistant commis-= 
sioner, State Dept. of Mental 
Health, has, told students in the 
Health Education Institute at Salem 
State College. 

The Institute’s weekly sessions

Dr. Dykens, who also is assist= 
ant professor of psychiatry at 
Boston University School of Medi- 
cine, said that the ‘‘balance can 
be tipped’® and mentally ill per- 
sons returned to health if they are 
reached at the time of crisis.
